EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


Tne Storm on Lake Krie. 
Borra.o, Nov. 24. 

The terrible storm which broke here 
last evening continues to-day in all its 
fury. The city never had to undergo 
a harder battle with the elements.. 
Several persons were injured this morn- 
ing’ by falling signs. The sidewslks 
are covered with debris. The wind is 
strong enough to overthrow canvas 


covered express wagons. Its velocity 
was sixty miles an hour at 8:20 this 
morning. Sleet, snow and rain have 
been falling incessantly since 2. m. 
The barbor presents a gloomy appear- 
ance. An addition to the loss of the 
schooner Duane, the schooner Alamos 
is almost tutally wrecked, having gone 
upon the breakwater at the foot of 
York street. The life-saving crew 
rescued all hands and tugs are work- 
ing, getting the vessel off before she 
goes to pieces entirely. The schooner 
Groton went on the beach at Tifft 
Farm at daylight, and life-boats have 
gone to her rescue. The “ Little 
Giant” fluating elevator capsized dur- 
ing the aight sad was thrown upon the 
dock. Waterin the creek has risen 
four feet, The schoover Doane is now 
breaking up. So far not «a life has 
been lost in this port, but escapes 
have been miraculous. 
Detroit, Nov. 24. 

The captain of the propeller Foun- 
tain City, which arrived here at mid- 
night, thinks the loss of shipping by 
last pigbt’s gale will be very heavy. 
He says there are many crafts of every 
description out on Lake Huron and 
that the storm on Saginaw Bay is 
simply terrible. The schooner C. B. 
Benson, reported aground on Col- 
chester Reef, Lake Erie, yesterday 
afternoon, is flying signals of distress, 
and the crew is lashed to the rigging. 
The vessel that sighted them was un- 
able to afford assistance. 


The Railroad War. 
New York, Nov. 23. 
The World prints the following 
from Milwaukee: To the editor: ‘‘ I 
have to say in answer to your inquiries 
by telegraph that I cannot possibly 
tell how long the existing and inex- 


cusable railroad war here may last. It 
has been begun because we refused to 
submit to what we deemed very un- 
reasonable demands, and after we had 
oftered to leave all points in dispute to 
arbitration.

After submitting without 
retalliation for some weeks to unpro- 
voked hostilities we are now simply 
trying to defend ourselves.

Systematic Thieves.

Johnson Sides, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Piute tribe, followed by 
four stalwart young warriors, paid the 
Gazetre Office a visit this morning. 
He said the reported fight between 
the Washoes and Piutes was without 
foundation. He said his tribe held a 
council a short time ayo with the 
view of selecting a chief to ascend to 
the throne made vacant by the death 
of old Winnemucca, but the followers 
of the old man were so much dis- 
tressed over their loss that the confer- 
ence adjourned without accomplishing 
anything. Johnson thinks the Piutes 
entertain very friendly feelings to- 
ward the Washoes, and have no 
reason to declare war against a friend- 
ly tribe. The Washoes, he said, 
are manifesting a better spirit to- 
ward the Piutes than ever before and 
he apprehended no trouble. He says 
if a fight occurred at Mud Lake yes: 
terday it must have been between un- 
principled, drunken men from the 
two tribes, and that it would not in-— 
terrupt the friendly relations now ex- 
isting between the heads ot the tribes. 
Sides apprebends no difficulty in se- 
lecting a successor of Winnemucca 
and favors Captains Dave, Sam, 
Nachez or Leo Winnemucca, the old 
chief's son. He says they are, all 
honest, sober and industrious and _ re- 
main on the reservation attending to 
their business, He feels sure that the 
selection of either of the above-named 
braves would meet with the hearty 
approval of every Piute in the State. 
The Piutes, he says, are in a very pros- 
perous condition, and have no good 
reason for complaining of the treat- 
ment they receive from any quarter. 
The Enterprise says: There is no 
good feeling between the two tribes, 
but the Washoes know very well that 
they are to few in numbers to match 
themselves against the Piutes as a 
tribe and in a regular war. It is pos- 
sible that a few men of each tribe 
have met and got into a fight, just as 
opposite factions among white men 
are often known to set upon and maim 
and kill one another. When the truth 
becomes known we shall oo doubt 
learn that it is quite a small affair. Of 
late, for some reason, the Piutes have 
been unusually bitter against the 
Washoes, and no doubt would treat 
‘any small party that they might catch 
out from home pretty roughly. Some 
half-dozen strange Piutes were in town 
esterday afternoon, and, seated on 
the sidewalk at the corner of C and 
Union streets, were in earnest consul- 
tation with a few of the Indians that 
hang about the Comstock, but they 
were very reticent. They would say 
nothing about the election of a new 
chief—did not want to touch upon 

litical matters at all. The strange 
ndians may have brought news of 
some kind of the row down near Wads- 
worth, cutting across tie hills to this 


city.

WASTE OF TIMBEH: 


eee 
The Government Taking Steps te Pre- 
yent It, 


The extravagmt waste of timber is 
to be stopped hereafter. A recent 
order from the Department of the 
Interior to Govenment timber agents 
says: | 

“Should you at any time receive 
infermation of ¢ny forest fire being in 
progress in yoér district, you will at 
once proceed to the locality of the 
same and use sll possible means to 
check its progress and to extinguish it. 
** Should it benecessary to employ 
assistance in such a case, and the 
emergency be such that it would be 
impossible to inform this office of that 
fact and to receive special instructions, 
you are hereby euthorized to expend a 
reasonable sum for sach purpose; but 
you will at once inform this oflice, by 
telegraph, of the number of persons 
so employed and the total probable 
expense. 
“(ne of the most dangerous ele— 
ments to contend With in case of for- 
est fires, and one of the principal aux- 
iliaries in the spread of the same, is 
the dry tops of trees which parties 
leave upon the ground after having 
sut and removed the timber for saw 
logs and other purposes. When the 
tree tops can be profitably cut into 
wood, the person eutting such trees 
eo public land— when such cutting is 
authorized by law—wmust cut the tops 
into wood, or at least cut up and pile 
the brush in such a manner as to 
prevent the spread of fires. 
“ A failure of the part of woodsmen 
to utilize all the tree that can profit- 
ably be used, and to take reasonable 
precaution to prevent the spread of 
fires, will be regarded by this office a 
wanton waste, and subject them to 
prosecution for wanton waste and de- 
struction of public timber.” 
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_ . & Valuable Invention. 

A Reno man has invented a breech- 
loading pipe whith can be discharged 
and reloaded without being relighted, 
and saves a vast amount of time and 
matches and vexation of spirit. The 
inventor calculates that the average 
smoker fills his pipe 12 times a 
day, averaging 6 minutes each time— 
causing a loss of 72 minutes per day 
or 8 hours and 24 minutes per week 
or eighteen days, four hours and forty- 
eight minutes per year. At this rate 
a person who smokes for fifty years 
will waste nearly three of them in 
loading and unloading his pipe. The 
inventor estimates the number of 
pipe smokers in this country at 1,000,- 
000 and that each pipe lighted requires 
an average expenditure of fourteen 
matches—which is equal to the de- 
struction of 56,940,000,000 matches 
per anoum.
